“W e found ourselves in th e m idst of 
a dense jungle, only 78 m iles from 
th e eq uator. Th en cam e th e Ind­ 
ians, th e rains and th e gnats. 
“W e built h ouses out of leaves 
and tried to raise bananas and co t­ 
ton, but th e rains spoiled th e crops. 
“Some of th e colonists 
becam e 
disgusted and built a ra ft and s ta r t­ 
ed down th e P ach lte a river to th e 
Amazon. W e never h eard of th em 
again. 
“I tried to raise ch ickens, but 
th ey would go off into th e jungle 
to lay th eir eggs and

find th em . I finally killed th em off.

Lightning rods, with their accom ­ 
panying air term inals

Various Shades of Glass Are 
Used to Permit Color 
Rays to Penetrate 


A long greenhouse—th at isn't e x­ 
actly a greenhouse—Is being used 
by agricultural scientists in an a t ­ 
tem pt to discover ju st w hat rays of 
the sun help plant life 
The greenhouse is part of the e x­ 
tensive 
equipment 
a t 
the 
Boyce 
Thompson Institute for P lant R e ­ 
search 
a t Yonkers, N. Y. 
W hat 
m akes it different from other g reen­ 
houses is the various shades of glass 
used to permit separate color ravs 
of the sun to penetrate into its p a r ­ 
titions. 
S tarting with the green glass used 
commonly on greenhouses, this e x­ 
perimental greenhouse has divisions 
of glass ranging from this type to a 
deep brown. Prim ary, secondary and 
even tertiary colors of the rainbow 
are arranged in order on the roof 
and along the sides of the house, so 
•hat the rays of the sun m ay find 
as m any different kinds of obstruc­ 
tions to their complete penetration 
into the house. 
T hus the part of the greenhouse 
rovered with red glass perm its only 
the red rays of the sun to penetrate 
to the plants within, while the other 
rays are absorbed by that glass. 
Absorbs Other Rays 
Colored glass has the property of 
absorbing all rays of sunlight ex­ 
cept those forming its color. T hat is 
how we see colored light and that 
is how the colored light is used to 
affect the plants under the glass. 
The greenhouse at Yonjters is di­ 
vided into about 12 different shades, 
each division consisting of nu m er­ 
ous panes of glass six inches square. 
The same group of plants is dupli­ 
cated under each division, having 
been planted a t the same time and 
In the same way. T hus effective and 
true comparisons can be m ade in the 
development of the plants. 
This study of plant life under v a ­ 
rious color rays isn’t new to scien­ 
tists. 
One of the leaders in this 
work is Lord Clifford of Chudleigh. 
He started studying the develop­ 
m ent of plant life under various 
color rays, but gave that up when 
(lie w ork directed him into the study 
of light as a cure for hum an dis ­ 
eases. 
W ant Help and Cure 
This, however, is just w hat the 
scientists a t the Boyce Thompson 
Institute are seeking. They w ant to 
find out under which color rays

W ASH INGTON , Jan. 6.—Indica­ 
tions are that our net food exports 
for the crop year 1925-26 m ay fall 
below the annual average for the 
five years 
immediately 
preceding 
the w ar and m ay even approach 
the low m ark of 1914-14 when this 
country imported almost as much 
in thé way of foodstuffs as it e x­ 
ported. 
In the 10 years before the W orld 
war, net exports of food products 
from the United 
States 
declined 
rapidly, and export statistics just 
compiled by the IT. S. departm ent of 
agriculture show th a t this trend is 
being resumed. 
The rapid decline of exports since 
the w ar is not an indication th at 
the resources of the soil are a p ­ 
proaching exhaustion, but are t a k ­ 
en merely as a sign th at the f a rm ­ 
ers have not had a sufficient incen 
tive in the w ay of profitable re 
tu rns to keep pace In their pro 
duction w ith the increase of home 
requirements. 
A similar trend has taken place 
in the anim al and animal prod 
ucts group. 
Since 1918-19 there ha 
been a constant drop in our animal 
and animal products exports.

H e didn’t earn a large salary and 
saving money w as a slow’ proposi­ 
tion. 
B ut finally he had enough to 
m ake the first paym ent on a house 
and lot. Then along came the boom 
in real estate prices and McAllister 
“cleaned up” several thousand dol­ 
lars on his m eager investment. 
This was the s ta r t of his se nsa ­ 
tional climb to success during the 
last eight years. W ith the money he 
m ade on his property deal lie opened 
a small grocery store. Soon he added 
m eat. 
Then lie opened a cafeteria. 
H e h adn’t m anaged th at long before 
he saw that his triangle lacked one 
side. 
So he bought a farm near the 
edge of Columbia and worked it 
into his scheme of things. 
Big Profits 
L a s t year he netted a profit of 
$3400 on his farm of 
,40 acres. 
His 
grocery and m eat m arket and the 
cafeteria did a gross business of 
m ore than $227,000. 
H e runs each of the three b u si­ 
nesses separately--using the grocery 
and m eat m arket and the cafeteria 
as m arkets for his farm. 
F or ex­ 
ample, cider from the farm is m a r ­ 
keted a t the store a t 35 cents a g a l­ 
lon. where it is retailed for 60 cents 
a gallon. Or, p erh ap s the cider goes 
to the cafeteria, v’here it brings 80 
cents a gallon a t 5 cents a glass. 
Combination Successful 
All other products on McAllister’s 
farm are handled in the same m a n­ 
ner. 
Last yrear m ore than 500 head 
of hogs fed on the farm were m a r ­ 
keted over the counter at his store 
or served to hu ng ry patrons a t the 
cafeteria. 
A nine-acre tru ck patch yielded 
$2000 worth of vegetables. 
A half 
acre of spinach w as sold through 
the store and th e cafeteria for $122. 
T hree hundred tom ato vines brought 
a retu rn on the season of a little 
more than $400, averaging about $5 
a bushel. 
“The farm is th e keynote of my 
success,” sayrs McAllister. 
“T her eare thousands of grocery 
stores and m eat m arkets, thousands 
of cafeterias and, for that m atter, 
thousands of farm s. 
But by uniting 
the three into one system I control 
both the production and distribution 
agencies, in addition to also being 
m y own middle m a n! ”
